Ho Kam 
sooms to have beon under the eurface at 
least two minutes aud it took six minutes 
to restore him to life, A- few moro 
seconds’ immersion and he would have lost 
his life. Whether Ho Kam is a gtatofol 
man of not does not matter. Still, you 
haw great satisfaction, tho lasting satlefac- 
tion, in- knowing that you have saved the 
life of a follow-creaturo, I think we all 
envy you; Tam suraido. Ibis a chance 
would like, but lt is a chance that has 
never presented itself to me, although Tam 
a pupil of Beckeith, the champion arim- 


metof England. om very sorry that the 
Royal Humane Society did not give you a 
medal, its bronze medal, as I recommended 
youfor it; but I suppose the fact is there 
warnot a largo element of danger in what 
you did. I was looking up the records a fow 
| dayt ago, aud I find that Matthew Webb 
gotonly a silver medal for jumping from 
theCunard stesmer Russia, whon in mid-

THE ‘RAF ENNA-OBISHIMA 
: COLLISION. 
MARINE COURT OF MiqUiaY. 
Japances exchangea to hand contain ro- 
ports of tha Naval Court of Inquiry inte 
the elroumstances connected with the colli- 
aion botween the Japsancsa cruizer (hishima 
Kan and the P. & 0, steamer Ravenna, 
which took place in the Inland Sea on 30th 
November, 
The Court was composed as follows :-— 
Captain Castle, R.N:, commandor - of 
H.M.S, Leander, Prosident. : 
Jumes Troup, a9. ELB.I.'s Consul. 
Lieut. Sédler, R.N., H.M.S, Leander. 
G. J. Wawards, Esq., mastor of the Bri- 
tish steamer Zambesi. 
Glork of tho Court, Mr Davies, B.N., 
HINLS. Leander. 
Mr J. F. Lowder appeared on_beh-lf of | 
the master, officers and craw of the Hacen- 


na, 

Osptain G. W. F, Browne, of the Raven- 
na, stated that he left the chief efficer and 
pilot on the bridge, had lain dewn.in his 
esbin at 4.20 a.m. and waa dozing when 
he was awakened by the engines stopping 
and tho blast of the steam whistle. As hv 
was leaving ths cabin ho felt the shock of 
@ collision. Continning, he said—I ran 
out on deck, shouting below as [ went, 
* Sand all passengers on deck.’ I ran on to 
the bridge and found tho pilot up thera. 
Tho pilot iss Jnpanase named Kitano Yo- 
shibei. J saw that the ongioes wers going 
alawly setorn, the ship having lost hor’ way, 
and then atepped. The collision occurred 
about twenty minntes after I had removed 
my clothes. The pilot Kitano said ta me: 
"We have run down a mawof-war. This 
ship all right I think.’ I then ordered all 
the boats to be lowered. .The whole thing 
did not take 5 minuts—for me te get on 
the bridge and give the order to lower 
tho boats, I Iaft the bridge to go to 
the mail-boat, a fife cutter, but she 
had already gone by tha timo [ gat on 
to the quarler-deck—within two minutes 
from the time of tho. collision. I nest 
cross2d over the deck aud saw tho gig 
lowered. After that tho third life-boat and 
jolly-boat were got into the water 35 
speedily an possibly, Othar three boats I 
left lowered level with the rail, rendy for 
my own passengers and crew, as my im- 
pression was that the ship wassinking. As 
soon aa the first uificets had discoversd 
that there was no water ia the fore-hold I 
sent down to the passangers, told them to 
get dressed, pack ap, and 6s prepatad to 
proceed to Shanghai in the Empress of 
Japan. I had aateward stationed at the 
gangway with blankets to receive the sur- 
vivors of the vosaol with which we had 
collided. The surgeon was in attendance 
on the main deck with coffee, stimulants, 
and the vecossaty “medical. comforts. As 
the survivors were broughton board, they 
were rubbed down with bath-toyels and 
put te bed, their wounds dressed, and such 
restoratives used as the aurgeon thought 
nocessary ; a cuit of warm clothing was 
served aut to each, and I personally sent a 
suit of my own clothes to the captain, 
whom I now knew for the first time to be 
on board my ship. I gave orders to the 
chief steward that the captsin and any 
surviving officers were ta be removad intoe 
saloon cabia and treated as Giret-cleas pas- 
songers; which wasdone. I then conaulted 
the chart to find a convenient spot to an- 
chor the ship, or boach her if necessary ; 
consulted with the pilot, and decided to 
anchor in Horiya Bay. {£ had the boats 
hoistod, three having returned, and pro- 
ceeded quite slowly to an anchorage. ‘Lhe 
mail-boat, which was the first boat away, 
after she hadreturned with Yor JL. of the 
Burviyora, was Sent away ty 8 
sovne of the wreck” on the ‘chance “wf any 
ons elas being found, and did not-return to 
the ship till 9.30 a.m, When the Empresa 
of Japan hove in sight I made signals of 
distress. This was about wine o'clock, She 
anchored close by. Captain Lea came on 
board and asked me what assistance I re- 
quived. I asked him to kindly take my 
passengers and mails on to Shanghai, 
telegraph to the Company’s agent at Kobe, 
from Rock Island, and to report the dis- 
asterfa Shanghai and Hongkong, The 
Japanese Authorities at Horiya very kind- 
ly puta stesm-launch at my disposal to 
transfer the pisstngers. The transfer was 
effected nt 9.30 am. I next consulted 
with the chief officer and the chief engin- 
eer, having thoronghly . examined the 
fracture in the bow, as to what was 
heat to be douse for the safety of the vessel 
and those on beard, od deofded to make 
her as solid as possible forward. 

Witness recounted the ateps he teak for 
tondering his vessel safe for proceeding to 
Nagasaki, and in answer to questions stated 
that the Ravenna’s lights were burning 
quite brightly when haleft the deck. None 
of the survivors were saved by the (hi- 
shima’s boats, aud none of them complained 
to him of the treatment they received on 
board the Ravenna. 

The Clerk raad the following atatement 
sworn to by the pilot before Consul Quin 
as follows ;— 


STATEMENT OF KITANO YosHIBEI, PILOT. 

My name-is Kitano Yoshibei, Iam « 
pilot; No. of certificate 10. I have teen 
in the P, & O. employ for fifteen years. 
On Wedneadsy mnoroving, the 30th. Novem- 
ber, 1892, ant 4.40 a.m., Miyesaki boing 
aboam, ove ond o quarter miles distant, I 
set the course S. 40° W. true, I then 
ported one degreo more. I then asked the 
quarter-mester what o'clock it was and be 
said 4.45 am. At that time Nobushima 
was beating N.W, 4 mile dis. [ thon 
ported ten degrees. I] saw the approaching 
steamers white light about $ point on port 
bow. - After about thres minutes I again 
ported & degrees, Then seeing tha vessel 
coming’ ofose ‘I kept vessel steady port. 
After a few miontes I ported sgain, In
